Mounties cleared 
of wrongdoing 
after ribs broken 

Nova Scotia’s police 
watchdog has cleared two 
RCMP officers of wrong¬ 
doing in the arrest and 
detention of a man who 
suffered broken ribs while 
in custody. 

The Serious Incident 
Response Team says there 
are no grounds to lay char¬ 
ges against either Mountie, 
in connection with the 
July 4 incident in Enfield. 

The team says a 45-year- 
old man was arrested for 
public intoxication and 
taken to the local detach¬ 
ment about 30 minutes 
north of Halifax. 

While there, the team 
says the man grew aggres¬ 
sive and tried to kick one 
officer in the abdomen but 
missed, striking her arm 
instead. 

That’s when another 
officer grabbed the man 
around his torso and 
pulled him to the ground. 

The man later com¬ 
plained of pain and was 
diagnosed in hospital with 
cracked or fractured ribs. 

In its report, the team 
concludes the officers 
were justified in arresting 
the man and the force 
used at the detachment 
was reasonable.

CBSA boasts huge 
drug bust at port 


459 kg of suspected 
cocaine. Substance 
discovered by X-raying 
shipping containers

The Canadian Border Servi¬ 
ces Agency (CBSA) appears to 
have made the third-largest 
cocaine seizure in Atlantic 
Canada histoiy last Wednes¬ 
day, when 459 kilograms of 
material were discovered in a 


shipping container in the Port 
of Halifax. 

On Monday, CBSA chief of 
operations Dominic Mallette 
said the suspected cocaine 
was discovered when officers 
using a large-scale imaging 
device X-rayed the container 
and noticed unusual objects 
where there should have 
been only 1,200 square cases 
of wine. 

“The line has to be very 
clear ... and there were some 
round circles sitting on top (of 
the cases) that clearly didn’t 
belong there,” Mallette said. 

Officers discovered eight 
large duffel bags when they

opened the container. 

In total, CBSA seized 400 
bricks, 50 in each of the 
eight duffel bags, which were 
wrapped in plastic and bore 
the Louis Vuitton logo. 

Mallette said the 459.3 
kilograms (or 18 million per¬ 
sonal doses) would be cut 


down four times before being 
seen on the street. 

“It’s priceless for us,” Mal¬ 
lette said. “We go out ... tiy- 
ing to protect Canadians and 
prevent this kind of contra¬ 
band from coming in the 
country.” 

The ship bearing the sub¬ 
stance came from Argentina 
and stopped in Panama be¬ 
fore arriving in Halifax, Mal¬ 
lette said. 

Const. Mark Skinner of 
the Nova Scotia RCMP said 
the federal serious- and or¬ 
ganized-crime unit has taken 
over the case but no arrests 
have been made yet. 



North end. Twin stabbings 
are no coincidence: Police 


Halifax police say a pair of stab¬ 
bings that occurred hours apart 
in the north end are related and 
not considered random acts. 

Officers responded to a re¬ 
port of a stabbing in an apart¬ 
ment in the 3300 block of No- 
valea Drive around 9:30 p.m. 
Sunday. They found a 36-year- 
old man suffering from several 
stab wounds. He was treated in 
hospital for serious injuries and 
then released. 

Around 2:10 a.m. Monday, 


police received a report of an 
injuiy at the comer of Novalea 
Drive and Duffus Street. Of¬ 
ficers found a 44-year-old man 
suffering from several stab 
wounds to the torso. He was 
hospitalized with injuries de¬ 
scribed as non-life-threatening. 

Const. Dianne Woodworth 
said Monday the two victims 
are known to one another. 

“Neither party is co-operat¬ 
ing,” she said.

The mother of a 14-year-old 
Eastern Passage girl who 
found a pin in her Hallow¬ 
een candy says she is at a 
loss to explain to her daugh¬ 
ter why someone would do 
this. 

Nancy Hayes said her 
14-year-old daughter, 

Ariane Huot, had been 
breaking open the choco¬ 
late bars she collected while 
trick-or-treating on Hal¬ 
loween when she found a 
tailor’s pin in a Wunderbar 
on Sunday and ran to tell 
her mother. 

“It was scary,” Hayes said 
Monday. 

“It’s an urban legend. 
I heard that when I was a 
teenager and it’s still the 
same story, but to find one?

“I think I was in shock. I 
didn’t realize that could 
happen.”

It’s unbelievable.” 

After looking at the mini 
chocolate bar more closely, 
Hayes said she noticed two 
holes in the wrapper and as¬ 
sumed someone had pushed 
the pin into the bar until it 
came out the other side, 
then pushed it back until it 
was encased in the choco¬ 
late. 

Hayes said she was plan¬ 
ning on asking the Halifax 
Regional Police what to 
do about the situation on 
Monday, but someone saw 
Huot’s photo of the pin on 
Instagram and called the 
RCMP, who are now inves¬ 
tigating. 

When Huot asked her 
mother why someone 
would do something like 
this, Hayes said although 
she’s an adult, “I still don’t 
understand.” 


“If you hate Halloween, 
if you hate kids, just don’t 
open your door,” Hayes 
said. “You don’t have to 
injure them, put their life 
in danger, just to make a 
point. And what point, that 
you can’t trust anyone? We 
already know that.” 

Huot was trick-or-treat¬ 
ing with a friend in Cole 
Harbour and thinks the 
candy likely came from 
Stratford Drive, Hayes said. 

They haven’t opened any 
more of the candy Huot col¬ 
lected on Halloween, Hayes 
said, and they are thinking 
about throwing out the rest. 

Hayes said she hopes 
others inspect their candy 
very carefully this year be¬ 
cause there could have been 
more tampered chocolate 
handed out. 

She also felt “lucky” Huot 
was older and in the habit 
of breaking open candy be¬ 
fore eating it, Hayes said, 
since a four- or five-year-old 
might have eaten the whole 
thing. 

“I was pretty proud of 
her that she listened to 
me,” she said. 



RCMP ‘applaud’ teen for checking candy 


Halifax RCMP say they “ap¬ 
plaud” an Eastern Passage 
teen who checked her Hal¬ 
loween candy before eating 
it, finding a tailor’s pin in 
a chocolate bar during the 
process. 

On Monday, RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Greg 


Church said a 14-year-old 
girl found the pin Sun¬ 
day when she broke open 
a mini chocolate bar she 
had collected while trick- 
or-treating with a friend in 
Cole Harbour. 

“The circumstances are 
absolutely horrendous, but 


... it’s a phenomenal thing 
that she had done to ensure 
that the candy she received 
was safe,” Church said. 

“We applaud her very 
much.” 

Church said in his 26- 
year career he has never 
come across a case like this, 


calling it “very, very rare.” 

RCMP seized the pin and 
candy wrapper, Church 
said. 

Investigators are looking 
into whether similar inci¬ 
dents have been reported 
across the province and 
country, although he said 


nothing has come up yet. 

Church said the case is 
“a huge undertaking” be¬ 
cause police have to look 
into whether the pin came 
from residences where the 
girl was trick-or-treating, 
the store where candy bars 
were purchased, whether 


someone pushed it into the 
chocolate in a factory, or 
if the pin was accidentally 
lodged there during manu¬ 
facturing. 

“That’s the scope of what 
we’re dealing with,” Church 
said.

Taxes could plummet 
for non-profit groups 


City hall. HRM workers 
pitch new framework

City staffers have presented 
HRM’s grants committee with 
a proposed new tax framework 
for non-profit organizations 
that could see some tax bills 
plummet from $93,000 to just 
over $5,000. 

“What we’re doing here is 
enriching this for those who 
have more valuable properties 
but they don’t have the $10 mil¬ 
lion to $20 milfion properties,” 
said Bruce Fisher, HRM man¬ 
ager of fiscal and tax policy, 
Monday. 

Finance staff have been 
working to replace the cur¬ 
rent complicated system of 
tax schedules with a system of 
three clearly defined categories 
for non-profit organizations. 

The maximum tax bill for 
any organization would be 
$20,000, but Fisher presented 
the committee with a scenario 
under which an organization’s 
first $2.5 million in property

The committee has not decid¬ 
ed on a new tax framework 
and will consult with non¬ 
profit organizations before 
making a final recommenda¬ 
tion to regional council. 


assessments would have taxes 
capped at $2,500, and the rest 
capped at $20,000. 

Fisher said an organization 
with property valued at $3.1 
million would currently pay 
$93,000 in taxes before any 
exemptions are applied. 

The taxes would fall to 
$12,524 under the original 
$20,000 cap — but would fall 
even further to $5,024 under 
the two-cap proposal. 

“So obviously if we’re giving 
some veiy, veiy huge tax breaks 
in some cases, I guess my worry 
is, who is paying for that?” 
asked Coun. Barry Dalrymple. 

Fisher said the new proposal 
would mean some organiza¬ 
tions that have previously paid 
little to no tax would have to 
pay something — potentially as 
much as $2,500. 

He said the plan would cost

Retailers, ex-smokers fuming 
over e-cigarette law changes 



Restricted sales, 
indoor ban. Province's 
law amendments 
committee hears that 
law is flawed 


Business owners and former 
smokers voiced their oppos¬ 
ition to a law that would re¬ 
strict the sales of e-cigarettes 
in Nova Scotia and ban their 
use in indoor public places, 
saying it’s flawed, based on 
misinformation and has un¬ 
intended consequences. 

Dozens of presenters 
appeared before the legis¬ 
lature’s law amendments 
committee Monday, most to 
oppose changes that would 
also apply to water pipes 
and would see the sale of 
flavoured tobacco banned, 
as well as the flavoured juice 
used by some in e-cigarettes. 

Shai Sinnis, co-owner of 
two stores in New Glasgow 
and Truro called the End 
Vapor Shop, said e-cigarettes 
aren’t tobacco products and 
shouldn’t be treated as such. 
She said any suggested link to 
cigarettes was “false and not 
ethical.” 

Sinnis said research has 
shown that e-cigarettes are 
an effective way for smokers 
to quit tobacco and measures 
such as restricting flavours

would simply drive the mar¬ 
ket underground. 

“It makes no sense when 
many other adult-designed 
products like nicotine re¬ 
placement therapies, liquors 
and even condoms come 
fruit-flavoured,” she said. 

Sinnis said education in¬ 
itiatives and a proper regula¬ 
tor regime would have more 
success in protecting youth 
from nicotine addiction than 
a ban on flavoured tobacco. 

The changes proposed 
last month by Health Minis¬ 
ter Leo Glavine would also 
prohibit stores from selling 
e-cigarettes to those under 19 
and retailers would also not 
be allowed to display, adver¬ 
tise or promote the devices, 
effectively treating them like 
regular cigarettes. 

Heather DeLong of Pictou 
said she was finally able to 
quit her paclc-a-day smoking 
habit of 38 years in Februaiy 
because of e-cigarettes. She 
said no other cessation prod¬ 
uct could help her. 

“Nothing worked. I was so 


hopelessly addicted to what 
used to be my best friend and 
that’s tobacco,” said DeLong. 
“I consider the e-cigs a wild 
success.” 

Mohammad Ranjbar, 
operations manager for 1001 


Nights, a Halifax hookah 
lounge, said the indoor smok¬ 
ing ban as proposed under 
this legislation has created a 
dilemma for his business and 
at least two others in the city. 

Ranjbar said he and his 


partner have invested more 
than $275,000 to start the 
business, which opened in 
March 2013. He said they 
spent an additional $25,000 
on an air ventilation system 
after being told it was neces- 


saiy in order to get an oper¬ 
ational permit. 

“If we knew that this was 
going to happen we would 
never have done that in the 
first place,” said Ranjbar.

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Russell Williams. Court 
says woman suing killer 
can’t go after his pension 


A woman pursuing a lawsuit 
against convicted sex killer 
Russell Williams can’t go after 
his military pension for poten¬ 
tial damages just yet, Ontario’s 
highest court ruled Monday 

A panel of three judges 
found that a proposed amend¬ 
ment to the lawsuit’s state¬ 
ment of claim, which would 
have allowed Williams’ pen¬ 
sion to be targeted, was “pre¬ 
mature.” 

Williams, once a rising star 
in the Canadian Forces, was 
sentenced to life in prison in 
October 2010 after pleading 
guilty to the murders of Jessica 
Lloyd and Cpl. Marie-France 
Comeau. 

In early August, he reached 
an out-of-court settlement with 
some of his victims, but a suit 
by sexual assault victim Laurie 
Massicotte remains active. 

Massicotte, who has chosen 
to reveal her identity and speak 
publicly about her ordeal, filed 
a nearly $7-million lawsuit in 
2011 against Williams, his wife 
and the province of Ontario. 

In her claim she said the 
attack left her fearful, humili¬ 
ated, depressed, suicidal and 
unable to function in society. 

Massicotte made an effort 
to amend her statement of 
claim in November 2013 to 
go after Williams’ pension for 
potential damages, but the 


Jun Lin murder trial 


Magnotta heard 
voices, doctor says 

Luka Rocco Magnotta was 
convinced in 2005 that 
he was being stalked and 
that voices in his head 
told him he walked like 
an ape, a Toronto doctor 
told his murder trial 
Monday. 

Dr. Allan Tan testified 
that a psychiatrist had 
diagnosed the accused 
as manic depressive and 
mildly schizophrenic 
before Tan began seeing 
him in 2003. 

Magnotta was also tak¬ 
ing several psychotropic 
medications, had been 
hospitalized for manic 
depression and was being 
seen by a psychiatrist, said 
Tan, who was Magnotta’s 
doctor until 2009. 

Tan, who was respon¬ 
sible for dealing with 
Magnotta’s general health 
issues, testified it was in 
2004 when he first noted 
in his files that Magnotta 
said he was hearing

matter was turned down by 
a lower court, at which point 
she took the issue to the ap¬ 
peal court. 

After hearing arguments 
on both sides, the appeal court 
panel agreed with the earlier 
decision on the pension mat¬ 
ter.

Fedsto invest 
over $30 million 
to fight Ebola 

The federal government is 
committing an extra $30.5 
milhon to programs devised 
to shore up Canada’s readi¬ 
ness to deal with Ebola in 
this country. 

Health Minister Rona 
Ambrose says the new fund¬ 
ing also contains an addi¬ 
tional $3 million to help the 
World Health Organization 
in its efforts to fight Ebola 
in West Africa. 

The bulk of the money 
will be spent on research 
into and production of 
Ebola vaccine and a type of 
treatment known as mono¬ 
clonal antibodies — $23.5 
million of the funding will 
go to that work. 

Ambrose says $1 million 
will be used to cover the 
cost of placing additional 
quarantine officers in air¬ 
ports, and $3 million will be 
used to enhance prepared¬ 
ness work in Canada.

Broadcaster claims its 
ownership of phone 
refutes ex-radio star's 
claim he was let go 
due to his ‘private life’ 


Jian Ghomeshi used a CBC- 
owned phone to send lewd 
text messages to women, a 
source has told Torstar News 
Service. 

The public broadcaster 
believes its ownership of the 
smartphone refutes Ghome¬ 
shi’s claim that he was fired 
because of how he conducted 
himself in his “private life.” 

“The contents of that 
phone belong to the CBC — 
it’s the CBC’s property,” said a 
source familiar with the situa¬ 
tion. 

The source says Ghome¬ 
shi lied to CBC management 
when he was asked “eyeball 
to eyeball” about allegations 
of violent sexual behaviour 
being investigated by Torstar. 

Ghomeshi showed texts 
and other material to CBC of¬ 
ficials to bolster his claim, but 
the source said they were so 
shocked by what they read and 
saw that it had the opposite 
effect. 

“(CBC) didn’t know the 
scope of what they were deal¬ 
ing with,” the source said, 
adding it is unclear whether 
CBC information technology 
staff have begun poring over 
Ghomeshi’s work email ac¬ 
count for other evidence. 

It is also unclear whether 


police, who announced Friday 
they are investigating Ghome¬ 
shi, are in possession of the 
phone. Toronto police spokes¬ 
man Mark Pugash said police 
do not discuss details about an 
investigation. 

Asked if CBC turned over 
the phone to police, spokes¬ 
man Chuck Thompson told 
Torstar in an emailed state¬ 
ment that, “We are co-operat¬ 
ing fully with Toronto Police 
Services.” 

Pugash said he had noth¬ 
ing to add to what was said at 
a police news conference Sat¬ 
urday, where it was revealed 
that three women have come 
forward with allegations 
against Ghomeshi. 

Ghomeshi was fired on 
Oct. 26, after his CBC bosses 


saw “graphic evidence that 
Jian had caused physical in¬ 
jury to a woman,” CBC has 
said in an internal memo. 

Since then, various media 
outlets have published the ac¬ 
counts of nine women accus¬ 
ing Ghomeshi of harassment, 
physical abuse and sexual 
assault. One of the women, 
a CBC employee, alleges that 
on one occasion on his way 
out of the Q studio, Ghomeshi 
approached her from behind 
and cupped her buttocks. 

Ghomeshi has said that he 
will meet the allegations “dir¬ 
ectly” and has maintained in 
a Faceboolc post and through 
a $55-million lawsuit against 
the CBC that all his sexual 
interactions have been con¬ 
sensual.

Moms with HIV did 
not give consent to 
be sterilized: Court 


Namibia. Top court 
upholds 2012 ruling 
that health workers 
coerced HIV-positive 
mothers in labour to 
sign sterilization forms 


Namibia’s Supreme Court 
upheld a ruling that health 
workers sterilized HlV-posi- 
tive women without their 
consent, a human rights 
group said Monday. 

The 2012 judgment 
that was upheld had found 
health workers had coerced 
three HIV-positive mothers 
to sign sterilization consent 
forms they did not fully 
understand, and whilethey 
were in labour, the Southern 
Africa Litigation Centre said. 

The centre said the ruling 
sends a message to the gov¬ 


ernment to stop the practice 
in the southwestern African 
nation, and elsewhere. 

“This decision has far- 
reaching consequences not 
only for HIV-positive women 
in Namibia but for the doz¬ 
ens of HIV-positive women 
throughout Africa who have 
been forcibly sterilized,” 
Priti Patel, the centre’s dep¬ 
uty director said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Sterilization is a drastic 
tactic to treat HIV-positive 
women, as mother-to-child 
transmission of HIV and 
AIDS can be prevented with 
medication. 

Namibia’s high court will 
assess how much money 
the three women should 
be awarded, according to 
the centre. The women had 
all sought care at govern¬ 
ment hospitals in Namibia 
while in labour. One woman 
signed a form that used only

Ebola kills doctor. 

Deadly disease claims 
fifth local health worker 


A doctor in Sierra Leone has 
died of Ebola — the fifth local 
doctor in the West African na¬ 
tion to die of the disease, au¬ 
thorities said Monday. 

The death of Dr. Godfrey 
George, medical superintend¬ 
ent of Kambia Government 
Hospital in northern Sierra 
Leone, was a blow to efforts 
to keep desperately needed 
health-care workers safe in a 
country ravaged by the deadly 
virus. 

Sierra Leone’s health-care 
system was already fragile 
before the Ebola epidemic be¬ 
cause of past conflict and a lack 
of resources. The country had 
two doctors for eveiy 100,000 
people in 2010, compared 


to about 240 doctors for the 
same number of people in the 
United States, according to the 
World Health Organization. 

George’s overnight death 
was announced by Dr. Brima 
Kargbo, Sierra Leone’s chief 
medical officer. Doctors and 
nurses have been particularly 
vulnerable to contracting 
Ebola, as the virus is spread 
through bodily fluids. 

The Ebola epidemic has set 
back political stability and eco¬ 
nomic recoveiy in the afflicted 
countries of Sierra Leone, 
Guinea and Liberia, WHO chief 
Margaret Chan said on Monday 
at the WHO regional meeting 
in the West African nation of 
Benin, the associated press

now open for business 
in Lower Manhattan, 
following the terrorist 
attack 13 years ago 


Thirteen years after the 9/11 
terrorist attack, the resur¬ 
rected World Trade Center has 
opened for business — mark¬ 
ing an emotional milestone 


for both New Yorkers and the 
nation. 

Some staffers of publishing 
giant Conde Nast began work¬ 
ing at 1 World Trade Center 
on Monday. The 104-storey, 
$3.9-billion US skyscraper dom¬ 
inates the Manhattan skyline. 
The publishing giant becomes 
the first commercial tenant in 
America’s tallest building. 

It’s the centrepiece of the 
16-acre site where the decimat¬ 
ed twin towers once stood and 


where more than 2,700 people 
died on Sept. 11, 2001, buried 
under smoking mounds of 
fiery debris. 

“The New York City sky¬ 
line is whole again, as 1 World 
Trade Center takes its place in 
Lower Manhattan,” said Pat¬ 
rick Foye, executive director of 
the Port Authority of New York 
and New Jersey, which owns 
both the building and the 
World Trade Center site.

New country artist nominee 
takes the road less travelled 



Music. Dark horse 
singer-songwriter 
Brandy Clark finds 
her own path to CMAs 


The year’s most buzzed-about 
new country artist is one 
most country fans may never 
have heard on the radio. 

Brandy Clark, an openly 
gay artist who sings, amongst 
other things, about pot-smolc- 
ing housewives, had almost 
given up on becoming per¬ 
former herself, despite writ¬ 
ing hits for headliners like 
The Band Perry and Miranda 
Lambert. But her debut al¬ 
bum, 12 Stories, which peak¬ 
ed at No. 23 on Billboard’s 
Top Countiy chart, took her 
on a slow-burning path to 
this year’s nomination for 
new artist of the year at the 
Countiy Music Association 
Awards on Wednesday. 

“I had been passed on a 
lot,” said Clark, 37, during a 
recent interview at her man¬ 
agement office on Music Row 
in Nashville. “I think it’s be¬ 
cause I didn’t really fit what 
is a mainstream countiy art¬ 
ist. I was over 30 and over a 
size 2.1 was lcinda more your 
average woman than your 
average supermodel, which 
is why my music resonates, 
though.” 

To call her a dark horse in 
the awards show is somewhat 
of an understatement. She’s 
the only female artist in the 
new artist categoiy and her 
album didn’t get one single 
on the countiy charts. While 
the rest of country music is 
awash in good-time party 
feelings, she’s singing dark,

edgy tales about infidelity, di¬ 
vorce, murderous lovers and 
painkiller addiction. 

Clark also shares a song¬ 
writing nomination with Ka- 
cey Musgraves and producer/ 
songwriter Shane McAnally 
for song of the year for Follow 
Your Arrow, a song that was 
censored during last year’s 
television airing of the CMA 
Awards for a mention of “roll 
up a joint.” 

“Like 1 said early on to my 


manager, my music is Show¬ 
time and HBO,” Clark said. 
“And I’m going to always 
keep it Showtime and HBO.” 

But she’s also got a lot go¬ 
ing in her favour. 12 Stories, 
which came out in 2013 on 
the independent label Slate 
Creek Records, was named 
one of the year’s best albums 
by several national music crit¬ 
ics and Warner Bros, plans to 
re-release it. Her most vocal 
supporters are heavy hit¬ 
ters like Musgraves and Eric 
Church, for whom she’s cur¬ 
rently opening on tour. 

“1 think with or without 
a nomination, what Brandy 
does is so strong on its own 
that it can’t help but reach 
people,” Musgraves said in an 
email interview, “ft’s just too 
good. But it makes me really 


happy to see people like her 
getting the recognition and 
nominations that are so wild¬ 
ly deserved for our genre.” 

And while Clark is not the 
first gay artist to be nomin¬ 
ated — most notably singer 
Chely Wright had multiple 
CMA nominations before 
coming out in 2010 — Clark 
said if people want to believe 
she’s breaking down bound¬ 
aries in countiy music, she’s 
glad to take on that role. 

“1 feel so fortunate to be in 
a time where 1 am embraced 
completely as who 1 am and 1 
don’t have to hide who 1 am 
in any way,” Clark said. “1 
hope that we’ve broken some 
boundaries and things are 
changing. 1 feel very included 
in the country music com¬ 
munity.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 




Streaming. Taylor Swift breaks up with Spotify 


Like most days as of late, today 
is an important one if you’re a 
Taylor Swift fan.

When Swift released 1989 
last week, Spotify users could 
stream the album without 
buying it. Not anymore. And 
Spotify is not happy about it. 
The company released the fol¬ 
lowing statement about the 
breakup: 

“We love Taylor Swift and 



our more than 40 million 
users love her even more ... 
We hope she’ll change her 
mind and join us in building 
a new music economy that 
works for eveiyone. We be¬ 


lieve fans should be able to 
listen to music wherever and 
whenever they want, and that 
artists have an absolute right 
to be paid for their work and 
protected from piracy. That’s 
why we pay nearly 70 per cent 
of our revenue back to the 
music community. 

PS — Taylor ... there’s 
more than 40 million of us 
who want you to stay, stay, 
stay, ft’s a love stoiy, baby, 
just say, Yes.” Spotify is also 
attempting to woo her back 
with specially curated play¬ 
lists. But surely Swift gets it. 
This isn’t her first breakup.

Between the uber-sculpted uni¬ 
form of Batman to the bona 
fide god Thor having his own 
franchise, pressure is ramp¬ 
ing up on Hollywood’s leading 
men to look capable of the feats 
their characters perform. 

But while action stars talk 
up their gruelling training and 
special diets, there may well be 
another kind of body-shaping 
professional whose work will 
go unacknowledged, says Dr. 
Brent Moellelcen. 

The Beverly Hills plastic sur¬ 
geon took part in Superhero 
Bodies, a new documentary by 
RealSelf, the online community 
for elective surgery, about how 
the demands of modem super¬ 


hero roles are pushing actors to 
their physical limits — and the 
effect that’s having on men. 

The number of cosmetic 
procedures being performed 
on American men has risen 
273 per cent in the last 16 
years, according the American 
Association of Aesthetic Plastic 
Surgeiy, with liposuction and 
ab-sculpting being the most 
common in 2013. 

“The trend toward being 
ultra-fit is more so there than 
ever,” he says. “It used to be a 
man could get by with a pot 
belly and graying sideburns and 
look distinguished. But now 
that’s not enough — in order to 
make it in Hollywood, you have 
to be cut. That really mirrors 
what’s going on in society.” 

We asked Moellelcen about 
where fantasy begins. 

How real is what’s onscreen? 

Celebrities are a fantasy. These 
celebs have a whole entourage 
around them that depend on 
maintaining that image. 

You have to be realistic in 


surgical expectations, right? 

We can improve on what you 
have, but we can’t make you 
into Hugh Jackman if you’re 
not already close to Hugh 
Jackman to begin with. 

For some stars, can steroids 
and human growth hormone 
also enter the picture? 

They’re willing to do anything 
to succeed, and that’s an 
important lesson for people 
who are aspiring to have 
bodies like the superheroes. 
There may be a price to pay for 
that, in degeneration of your 
health, kidney problems, hip 
problems. Long-term steroid 
use is veiy hard on you. 

What is driving ordinary men 
to get plastic surgery? 

Almost eveiy job has a sales 
component to it. You walk 
into a room and people are as¬ 
sessing you — and usually the 
people at the table assessing 
you are in their 30s now. If you 
walk into the room looking 
old and irrelevant, you’re not 
gonna get that job.

The French dish called 
bouillabaisse serves up 
a brothy stew chock full 
of fish. 

I had the distinct pleasure 
of enjoying the Italian-Amer- 
ican version called Ciop- 
pino at Geraldine Bistro in 
Toronto. This version, set in a 
tomato-white wine broth was 
topped with a homemade 
mayo that rounded out the 
flavours. 

Eaten with a spoon so 
that each piece of soft, tender 
fish can be slurped and 
each mussel enjoyed, the 
remaining broth is meant to 
be dipped into using hearty, 
chewy bread. 

Can you think of any 
more nourishing, comforting 
fall meal? Me neither. 

Here are some tips for 
making your own at home. 


• Start with a hearty 
jarred tomato sauce. It will 
create the foundation. 

• Cook onions in a hot 
skillet and deglaze the 
pan with a good, sweet-ish 
white wine and reduce by 
boiling to reduce and con¬ 
centrate the flavours and 
eliminate the alcohol. 

• In the absence of fish 
stock, use clam juice, but 
be careful not to simmer to 
reduce any further. It can 
be quite salty. 

• Cook any shellfish in 
broth, covered first and 
then top with fish. Cover to 
semi-simmer, semi-steam. 

• Choose at least three dif¬ 
ferent kinds of fish and feel 
free to ask for any trims 
and end cuts to economize. 
You don’t need large pieces, 
— just mouthfuls. 

• A homemade mayo is 
simple, but choose the best 
jarred version you can find, 
containing real ingredients, 
and stir in fresh minced 
garlic to fake it.

1. Saute onions and garlic in ol¬ 
ive oil for 5 minutes. Add white 
wine and boil for 5 minutes un¬ 
covered. Add tomato sauce, bas¬ 
il and clam broth. Cover tightly, 
bring to a boil. 

2. Add mussels and simmer 
covered for 5 minutes. Add re¬ 
maining fish, cover and cook 
for 5-8 more minutes. Mean¬ 
while, mix topping ingredients.

Crostini with meaty textures 


Looking for a great appetizer? 
How about classic crostini? 

This recipe calls for salting 
and draining eggplants and 
tomatoes, an essential step to 
remove excess water and pro¬ 
duce not only a meatier tex¬ 
ture, but also concentrated 
flavour. Roasting vegetables 
caramelizes their natural sug¬ 
ars, further deepening the fla¬ 
vours. The result is rich. 

The naturally sweet Egg¬ 
plant-Tomato Crostini gets 
tied together with balsamic 
glaze and Parmesan. 


1. Heat the oven to 450 F. Line a 
rimmed baking sheet with foil 
and coat with cooking spray. 

2. In skillet over medium heat, 
cook onions with drizzle of 
oil and a pinch of salt, stirring 
regularly until caramelized, 
20 minutes. If onions begin to 
stick, add a teaspoon of water. 

3. Meanwhile, in a mesh strain¬ 
er over the sink or a bowl, com¬ 
bine the eggplants and toma¬ 
toes. Sprinkle in several hefty 
pinches of salt, then toss light¬ 


ly. Allow to sit for 15 minutes to 
drain excess liquid. Spread the 
mixture on the prepared bak¬ 
ing sheet and drizzle with olive 
oil. Roast for 15 to 18 minutes, 
or until tender and browned. 

4. In bowl, combine eggplant, 
tomatoes and caramelized on¬ 
ions. Spoon mix onto slices 
of toasted French bread, then 
drizzle with balsamic glaze and 
sprinkle with black pepper. Top 
with some of Parmesan cheese 
and watercress. Serve immedi¬ 
ately.

“It’s a pretty unbelievable

“It’s something that I’ve 
been wishing for since I start¬ 
ed playing hockey as a little 
girl,” Turnbull, who pursued 
her passion first on an out¬ 
door pond and then at Shat- 
tuclc St-Maiy’s prep school, 
said of lacing up her skates 
next to her hockey heroines. 

Both hope to inspire the 
next generation of Nova Sco¬ 
tia female hockey stars. 

“I love going back and see¬ 
ing those younger girls,” Saul¬ 
nier said. “They can do it, too.”
